The Public Binding. » 

Tho following passage occurs in the Frank- 
fort correspondence of the Louisville Journal 
of the date of yesterday : 

Mr. Huston reported fi hill creating the 
office of Public Hinder, and repealing the law 
authorizing tho Auditor to make contracts 
for binding. This is an important movement. 
Mr. Overton, who was a contractor for bind- 
ing, has left in search of his rights at Hussell- 
ville, but beforo leaving very conveniently 
mado over his property to some relative, who 
in now receiving the money of the State, 
which will doubtless find its way into rebel 
pockets. 

The Journal's correspondent terms Mr. 
nuston's bill an "important' 1 movement — but 
why it is so, is left in obscurity, unless it be 
"important" to some hungry expectant of 
public crumbs. Mr. Huston s bill leaves the 
public binding in all essential particulars just 
as it i-, or rather was, prior to the present 
contract, except as to the creation of a new 
office. There is about as much use for the 
establishment of tho office of public wood- 
chopper as there is for that of a public binder. 
Rinding is a mechanical business. The con- 
tractor for the job of binding does to work ac- 
cording to order and to contract, or be gets 
no pay. Under" the law, as it now exists, the 
Auditor has entered into a written contract, 
with parties to do the work ; and the terms of 
tho contract are more favorable to the State 
than the prices for binding proposed in Hus- 
ton's bill. It is not intimated that the con- 
tractors have been unfaithful or derelict in 
any duty or 'stipulation. "We cannot, there- 
fore, believe that tho Legislature would under- 
take to violate the State Constitution, in that 
importantprovision which prohibit* it from im- 
pairing the obligation of contracts, hence we 
do not think Mr. Huston's bill, "important" 
as it may be, will become a law until it is so 
amended as to proscribe tho term of office of 
thj proposed Public Hinder, to commence at 
the date of tho expiration of the present con- 
tract, on file in the Auditor's Office. 

If the bill is so amended, wo see no partic- 
ular use in passing it at this time, while in 
its terms it is clearly less favorable to the in- 
terests of the State and the condition of the 
Treasury than the contract made by tho Aud- 
itor under the existing law. 

In connection with this subject, wo would 
state that the present contractors, Major & 
Overton, have had the binding of the public 
documents less than twelve months, and in 
order to do the work properly, have beon at 
great expense in fitting up their establish- 
ment. It is therefore palpable injustice to 
them — not to mention tho unconstitution- 
ality of the proceeding — to attempt at this 
Himo to break the contract and subject them 
to the consequent Ioh, with no other object in 
view than to give the post to somo political 
favorite at an increased expanse to tho Stato. 

Tho correspondent of the Journal seems 
disposed to excite the prejudice of the domi- 
nant party in the Legislature against one of 
the contractors for tho binding by charging 
that bis brother has "left in search ufhis l ights 
at Russellville.'' This statement is not only 
mean but absurd. Waller Overton, one of 
the contractors — and, by the way, the corres- 
pondent does not let us know that there was 
any other person interested — did go South in 
the Summer or Fall, but we have not heard 
that he is at Russellville, or in any manner 
connected with the rebellion. But what if he 
is in Dixie? Have the members of the Legis- 
lature and those connected with tho Journal 
no relatives or friends in the land of seces- 
sion? Tho Mr. Overton who is now one of 
the contractors is at home, and has nothing 
more to do with the revolution now in progress 
than the correspondent of tho Journal, or 
"any other man." 



BgrOur neighbor of the Commonwealth is 
very savage upon Mr. Burns, of Owen. He 
denounces him bitterly, and thinks he ought 
to be expelled from the House. He thinks 
Mr. Burns' sentiments aro tho more obnox- 
ious because Mr. B. was liorn in tho North. 
Our neighbor ought to bo more charitable. 
He himself was born way up in the North, 
and if his paper isan index of his sentiments, 
he supports Lincoln, Cameron, Cochrane, 
and their extreme measures, while Mr. Burns 
is a strong advocate of Southern rights. Per- 
haps the latter loft tho North because he pre- 
fer? the South and her peculiar institution. 
AVe are certain he does so, whether that was 
his reason for leaving the North or not, and 
we see nothing in the fact to warrant our 
neighbor's violent denunciation. Wo don't 
know why our neighbor left the congenial 
climes of Boreas. We suspect that he is 
'missed at home. '

Harness Resolutions — Abolition Unmasked. 

The caucus of the Union members of the 
Legislature, held on Thursday and Friday 
nights, having failed to agree upon resolu- 
tions which would harmonise all its antago- 
nistic elements, on Saturday morning some 
four or five representative men of the party 
introduced into the House different sets of 
resolutions, embodying their individual views 
upon tho great issues of the day. Those reso- 
lutions, while presenting many strong points 
of mutual agreement, furnish others of com- 
paratively immaterial divergence. They all, 
however, reach practically pretty much the 
same result ; a result which the great mass of 
the people of Kentucky will be as far from 
sympathizing with in tho abstract, as they 
will bo prompt and fearless to resist,- whenever 
it shall bo sought to be brought into practical 
operation. The people of Kentucky are not 
yet prepared for abolition, whatever may be 
the case with many of their representatives 
in the Legislature. The freemen of the Com- 
monwealth will not, under any circumstances, 
embark in an anti-slavery war, however warm- 
ly their unscrupulous representatives may in- 
stigate them thereto, or by whatever cun- 
ning devices seek to entrap them into it. And. 
above all, they will not so abase themselves a: 
to content themselves with limply proUttwg 
against tho infamous project of a general 
arming of the slaves agaiu.-t their masters fo 
the work of wholesale butchery and indis- 
criminate slaughter. But, whatever may bo 
the shortcomings or neglects of the Legisla-. 
turo upon the subject, they will riso up will 
tho spirit of unconquerable freemen, and the 
horror of christian patriots, to resist to the 
death, the first attempt to enforce so infamous 
and diabolical a policy. This is a plain fact 
none the less a fact because it may bo some- 
what unpalatable to their honors, the mem- 
b'rsof tho present General Assembly; but 
the sooner they awake to a full sense of it in 
all its length and breadth, and scope and pow- 
ers, and shape their action in view of it, the 
better will it be for the interests of all con- 
cerned. 

If they neglect, cither to realize the full force 
of the truth itself, or to govern their conduct 
by it, a revolution which now reaches scarcely 
beyond a small fraction of the State, may sud- 
denly bo enlarged into proportions commensu- 
rate with its extrcmcst limit*, and which an ar- 
my of more than 200,000 willing instruments of 
a fanatical despotism may not be equal to sup- 
press. But we wander from the subject im- 
mediately in hand. One of the resolutions, 
tho 8th of the series offered by Mr. Harney, 
editor of tho Louisville Democrat, amounts 
to practical abolition — nothing more, nothing 
less. It is but tho legitimate and noocssary 
sequel of the famous Sand Crock sermon of 
Mr. Harney, so frequently referred to by Mr. 
Prentico as containing the very quintescence 
of Abolition and negro equality. Tho prin- 
ciples of that famous sermon have, for years, 
passed through adroit concealments and dis- 
guises, and now, it would seem, have made 
their reappearance, at tho proper juncture 
and hour, in tho shape of the 8th resolution 
of the series presented by Mr. Harney on 
Saturday. The disguise beneath which they 
are covered is so flimsy and transparent that 
tho very blind themselves can readily recog- 
nize beneath it tho repulsive and disgusting 
features of the monster abolition. Tho reso- 
lution reads as follows : 

8. That tho military of the United States 
are neither bound nor authorized to execute 
State laws; and that when they occupy a 
State, or any part thereof, and tho civil au- 
thorities abandon their functions, persons held 
to service in the State under tho laws thereof 
are temporarily at liberty, and may be right- 
fully used by the military in manual labor, for 
wages or otherwise. 

What is this but downright, barefaced abo- 
lition? Can anything else be mado out of it? 
Certainly not. It means abolition, was in- 
tended to mean it, and. if adopted, will practi- 
cally eD'ect it. And abolition, too, not apply- 
ing solely to the slaves of armed rebels, but 
embracing within its inevitable action those 
of the loyal master likewise. But, in addition to 
its being a direct move towards practical aboli- 
tion, it contains sophistries whichacandid man 
should scorn to employ, and fallacies of which 
an able man, which Mr. Harney undoubtedly 
is, could not possibly bo ignorant. It is as 
unsound in law and logic as it is practically 
anti-slavery in purpose and effect. Mr. Harney 
certainly can not be so ignorant as not to know 
that while it may not be the duty of the mili- 
tary of the United States to execute tho laws 
of the State, it is their bounden duty to re- 
spect those laws and all rights arising under 
them, so far as tho state of the case will pos- 
sibly admit of. Any tyro in statesmanship 
knows that much. And Mr. Harney must 
also know that a citizen forfeits no right 
whatever, either of person or property, by 
the failure of any civil authorities to exerc^e 
their functions, whether that failure ari-es 
from military occupation or otherwise. His 
right continues all the same. He simply 
loses tho power, not the right, for the_ time 
being, to call in the civil authorities to en- 
force his right. But this gives no ono, not 
even the military themselves, the right, fur- 
ther than is absolutely indispensable to mili- 
tary purposes, to interfere with, or invade, or 
destroy, however temporarily, the right itself. 
Any such trespass upon, or violation of, indi- 
vidual rights, is a grave offence, if not crime, 
for which the party aggrieved is entitled to 
civil or criminal redress whenever the civil 
authorities resume their functions. And thus 
the slave, like any other property, must re- 
main in the possession and enjoyment of the 
owner, unless his services are absolutely in- 
dispensable for military uses. His intrinsic- 
condition, as regards freedom or slavery, is in 
no manner altered, but only his temporary 
employment may be affected thereby. And 
if his services are so temporarily employed 
by tho nrmy, the master, and not tho slave, 
as Mr. Harney declares, is entitled to the pro- 
ceeds or wages of his labor. Theso principles 
are too clear and indisputabio to require elu- 
cidation, and it is only surprising that so in- 
telligent a gentleman as Mr. Harney should 
have, by his resolution, rendered even to brief 
an allusion to them necessary. It can only 
be accounted for upon tho supposition that 
Mr. Harney had a deep purposo in view — the 
destruction of slavery in Kentucky — and that 
| in the accomplishment of that purpose he will 



not hesitate to di.-regard the plainest princi- 
ples of the Constitution and law, and the most 
I sacred rights of the citizen. But Mr. Harney 
need not deceive himself. The freemen of 
Kentucky aro not to bo deceived by his shal- 
) low sophistries, nor will they patiently submit 
I to hi« deep-laid and cunningly devised scheme 
| for the destruction of the institution of slavery. 
They have been terribly betrayed once. But 
now, thank heaven, they are vigilantly on 
their guard. Mere words and professions 
will not answer now. They require something 
more. And Mr. Harney will tlnd that when 
ho broaches his cunning scheme of Aboli- 
tion, he will meet with such a fearful rebuke 
from the people that neither he nor his Aboli- 
tion allies, in or out of the Legislature, will 
be anxious to repeat the suggestion again. 
Mr. Harney protests against the arming of 
the slaves; but there he stops. He takes his 
indignation out in protecting. Well, suppose 
that his protests are contemptuously disre- 
' garded by the Administration, and slaves are 
armed for the wholesalo massacre of men, 
I women, and children alike, notwithstanding 
' his protests. What will he do or propose 
^ then? Protest again, we suppose; but, at the 
same time, sustain the Administration, which

Mr. V. B. YOUXG— Library— Resolutions 
touching our Federal Relations, as follows: 

1 Resolved, That the unity of our govern 
mcnt, which constitutes us one people, is dear 
to us; for it is a main pillar in the edifice of 
our real independence, the support of our 
tranquility at home, our peace abroad, of our 
safety, our prosperity, of our very liberty 
which we, as American citizens, so highly 
prize. 

2. That the Federal Government should 
use all constitutional means within its power 
to preserve us as one nation and one people, in 
order to secure the blessings of liberty to our- 
selves and our posterity. 

3. That the Federal Government possesses no 
other powers than those specially delegated 
to it by the Constitution, anil that any attempt 
on the part of either branch of tho Govern- 
ment to assume power not delegated to it, is 
an infringement upon our Constitution, and 
we will resist it. 

4. That the trial of all crimes, except in 
cases of impeachment, shall be by jury ; and 
such trial shallbo held in the State where the 
said crimes shall have been committed; but 
when not committed within any State, the 
trial shall bo at such place or places as the 
Congress may by law direct. 

5. That no person shall be held to answer 
for a capital or otherwise infamous crime un- 
less on apresentment orindictment by a grand 
jury, and that the accused shall enjoy the 
right to a speedy and public trial by an im- 
partial jury of the State and District wherein 
the crime shall have been committed. 

Chat Congress shall have power to 
ecln.ro the punishment of treason ; but no at- 
tainder of treason shall work corruption of 
blood or forfeiture, except during the life of 
the person attainted. 

7. That Congress possesses no power under 
the constitution to colonize and emancipate 
the slaves of the Southern States; and any 
such assumption of power on '.be part of Con- 



gress is unwarranted, and a direct violation o! 
our constitution. 

8. That whenever Congress assumes such 
power, that they are making war upon our 
constitutional rights, and they are in rebellion 
against our Government. 

'J. That Congress possesses no power to in- 
terfere with the four great relations of life, 
viz: husband and wife, parent and child, 
guardian and ward, master and servant, in 
the States, Territories, or the District of Colum- 
bia. 

Ordered, that the usual number of copies 
be printed, and the resolutions referred to the 
Committee on Federal Relations.

•'ldeem it of importance that the loyal re- 
gions of Eastern Tennessee and Western 
North Carolina should be connected with 
Kentucky and otherfaithful parts ofthe Union, 
by railroad. I therefore recommeud, as a 
military measure, that Congress provide for 
the construction of such a road as speedily as 
possible. Kentucky will, no doubt, co-operate, 
and. through her Legislature, make the most 
judicious selection of the line. The northern 
terminus must connect with some existing 
railroad, and whether the route shall be from 
Lexington or Nicholasville to Cumberland 
Gap, or from Lebanon to the Tennessee line, j 
in the direction of Knoxvillo, or some still 
different lino, can easily be determined.

News From the Rebel Statss. 

The Nashville- Louisville Courier of the 
29th tilt., contains the message of George W. 
Johnston, of Scott county, Ky., the recently 
appointed Provisional Governor of Southern 
Kentucky. The document is long, and wc 
shall reserve it for future consideration. 

The new and elegant residence of Stokcly 
Waggoner, at Russellville, Ky., was destroyed 
bv tiro on Saturday evening, the 17th ult. 
Loss $7,000. 

We make the following extracts from th» 
Nashville-Louisville Courier of the 2Sth and 
29th Xovcmber: 

Walter S. Mackay, of Nelson county, Ky.. 
a member of Capt. Mnrphy s company. Kith 
Mississippi regiment, died at Centreville, 
Virginia, on the loth September. He died of 
measles. 

Capt. Phil. B. Thompson, of Mercer coun- 
ty, has been appointed to a Cololency in the 
rebel army. 

Col. John S. Williams's men, to the num- 
ber of fourteen hundred, are encamped at 
Pound Gap, and we learn from the Abingdon 
Virginian that most of them are suffering 
greatly from a want of shoes, blankets, and 
winter clothing. The Virginian says: '-Ladies 
of Little Tennessee, we saw on Sunday last 
over one hundred barefoot, thinly-clad, but 
heroic Kentucky soldiers near Round Gap, 
shivering with cold, and marching to and fro 
over the frozen ground — with feet as red as 
those of pigeons — assisting to keep off from 
your hearth the vandal scoundrels who have 
already invaded their own! Can you not 
spare them a few pairs of woolen socks, flan- 
nel shirts, " Ssc. The Courier says a few 
Kentuckians in Nashville sent forward to" Col. 
Williams's men the sum of SL2oO worth of 
clothing to tho sufferers. 

The Courier contains a letter from its old 
correspondent, "Se l)e Kay" Kirk, which is 
dated near Centreville, Va., Nov. 17th. The 
writer says : 

" Very recently the entire force has been 
concentrated within the immediate precints 
of this village, our regiment occupying the 
extreme left looking towards Leesburg, while 
the brigade of Gen. Early occupies Union 
Mills, which is to tho far right. The lines 
thus describe an arc, and theiroops are posted 
in battle array behind what General Mc- 
Clellan or any other Federal commander 
will find formidable obstructions, but the 
character and extent of which I must not 
make public. 

" It is impossible to tell when or where the 
next blow will be struck in the great war. 
We have fondly hoped that it would fall to 
our lot to share the issues of a contested field 
on this line. But the enemy seems to have 
given up all ideas of an advance, and we re- 
main inactive. It may be that the first in- 
telligence we have of the clash of contending 
arms will be that which shall arise above the 
din of battle and announce a glorious vic- 
tory in the heart of Kentucky. Wc can 
scarce repress a feeling of envy at the position 
of our comrades in that field of Jabor. Bo it 
theirs, however, if such are tho fortunes of 
war, to win honor and fanie and freedom 
upon their native soil, while we who bore the 
heat of the struggle in its earliest and most 
doubtful hour are deprived of plucking the 
green coronal, and afar oft' languish for the 
homes that we long to defend. 

" As for ourselves, this place seems to be 
our destiny, unless there should be some tide 
of good fortune to sweep us back to Ken- 
tucky. Tho current impression is that, should 
the enemy not make an advance and give us 
battle within the present month, the arniv 
will bo ordered into winter quarters. And 
as for winter quarters, wo are there now. 
Ah, how bitter and biting are the blasts that 
day and night sweep by us from the Blue 
Ridge to the broad Atlantic. How keen tho 
North wind this morning, and how this even- 
ing it has rustled our little lent I What great 
white frosts wc have, and how cold and chaste 
the moon looks upon the bare, desolate fields 
and naked, shivering, forlorn trees! I pity 
the poor sentry who is walking his two hours 
beat within my hearing, and who beats his 
numb arms and blows his chilled fingers, 
shouldering bis icy rifle, and while observing 
that " all is well " upon his watch, looks 
wonderingly to the West and bethinks him- 
self, as his thoughts tly far beyond tho horizon, 
defining mountains, "is it all well with the 
folks at home?" Ah, me ! there's the rub. 
Who can tell us how it is in Kentucky? 
Thero aro hundreds in this regiment who 
have not heard one word from home in three 
mouths, and it were impossible to tell the 
sickening, longing, heart-aching anxiety that 
they feel. 

'•But let the winds blow and winter press 
upon us with the ruggedist embrace! Camp 
life is not so bad after all. The commissariat 
is well supplied with flour and beef, occasion- 
ally a taste of Kentucky middling, very rare- 
ly a slice of Dufficld's (blast his abolition 
picture! j canvassed hams, now and then 
sweet potatoes, to sweeten us a stray ration of 
molasses, and jiggers of whisky Vhenever the 
day is raw and gusty, as it was yesterday, or 
there is a prospect of our going into battle. 
Coffee is a myth, save you buy a compound 
of rye and corn meal, and the tea we purchase 
and then drink is not of the same vegetable 
world as the genuine Bpbea, from which is 
made that gentle beverage that Cowper 
praised in his 'Task' — 'which cheers but docs 
not inebriate.' 

"Never mind our sorrows, however, good 
friends at home. I write you this rambling 
letter to-night seated upon a plank, just over 
a blazing tire, whose smoke finds it way to 
the outer world by a subterranean viaduct 
that ends in a discarded llour barrel. The 
blaze is as bright, the coals as candescent, the 
glow as warm, the shadows upon our walls as 
homely and picturesque as if we were in 
somo parlor of civilized life. Then has it 
been a half hour siuce around this little fam- 
ily hearthstone of ours we had a 'spread' — a 
kind of Roman banquet, for the giver of the 
feast, Lt. Rogers, of tho "South-Licking 
Rebels.'' had just returned to camp from two 
days' distant duty in command of a body of 
artificers. There is such a thing as foraging 
known in thearmy, and Lt. R.. along his route, 
had foraged with the nimble sixpence for part- 
ridges, and old-fashioned country made corn 
Ir^ad. Wo broiled the birds upon the coals, 
we ate the bread, and were happy. But what 
should my friend Lt. Thompson i L. M. — long 
meter, if you please.) do. but open a box of 
sardines, and theso Rogers would insist upon 
broiling. Broiled sardines! Were ever the 
petite fish treated so since first they were 
taken from the ever blue and classic Medi- 
terranean? Think of it, epicures, and ye 
gentlemen who keep restaurants place it upon 
you next bill of fare ! Following all came a 
bottle all the way from Culpepper Court 
House, that slightly reminded- us of the times 
when thero was a Bourbon amongst us, and 
then a cigar. And it is thus that we enjoy 
winter quarters in the army of the Potomac. 



The Proposed Dismout'oermsnt aad Partition' 
of Hebol Virginia. 
The Secretary of War suggests a novel and 
effective mode of punishing rebel States. He 
proposes to try his experiment first upon Vir- 
ginia. His plan is to dismember the rebel 
portion of thut State, and to partition up its 
territory, after the mannerof Poland, among 
States that have remained loyal to the Uuiou. 
I First, be recognizes the already seceded por- 
j tion of it — Western Virginia — as an existing 
| de faeto State. Its eastern boundary is at 
i present fixed by the Blue Ridge. This Sec- 
retary Cameron proposes to have fixed as tho 
eastern boundary of the State of Virginia. 
In other words, the only Virginian State to 
be recognized at all is the newly constituted 
one of Western Virginia. Its area is to be 
increased by throwing in the two Maryland 
counties of Alleghany and Washington. All 
east of the Blue Ridge to Chesapeake Bay, 
including the cities of Richmond, Petersburg, 
Fredericksburg, and Norfolk, is to be annex- 
ed to Maryland; while the two peninsular 
counties of Acconiac and Northampton are 
to be ceded to Delaware. 

All this Mr. Cameron calmly proposes, not 
by way of punishment to the rebel State of 
Virginia — though, of course, that is the over- 
; powering motive and sufficient excuse — but 
I simply as a proper and expedient reeonstruc- 
I tion of the boundaries of the States of Dela- 
' ware, Maryland, and Virginia, so as to place 
the seat of the national government, for all 
time to come, beyond reasonable danger of 
seizure by enemies within or foes from with- 
out. The new lines proposed aro, he says, 
great natural boundaries, which for all time 
to come would serve to mark the limits of 
these States. Any constitutional difficulty in 
the way may be obviated, he thinks, by the 
mutual assent of the States concerned (re- 
gardless, of course, of rebel Virginia) and 
Congress. 

We doubt not that this plan — the details of 
which will be better understood by reference 
to the map and explanatory article which we 
publish in connection with it — will be popu- 
lar among the great massof theloyal people of 
the North. 

If Congress take up the subject, the plan 
may undergo great modification, and Virginia 
may not be so completely dismembered as Mr. 
Cameron proposes. But that somesuch retri. 
l.utive justice should be meted out toher, as a 
punishment for her share in this infamous re- 
bellion, and as a memorable warning forothor 
Slates in all time to come, there will be few 
to gainsay or dispute. It will also, if carried 
out, have the effect of dispelling, to a large 
extent, that absurdly ridiculous dogma of 
State sovereignly, which has been the strong- 
est element in this secession movement, and 
will teach States rights men, as they call 
themselves, that States are merely enlarged 
municipalities, having distinct legislative sys- 
tems for the sako of convenience, but subor- 
dinate in all material national mutters to the 
republic, one add indivisible. It is well that the 
lesson should first be imparted to Virginia.

The Elements of Success Possessed by the 
Rebels. 

[From tho London Herald. 1 
The Southern States, like their army, are 
inferior in numbers and material. They aro 
said to be short of arms and ammunition. 
They are certainly in want of ready money. 
Tin- Secretary of the Treasury — their Minister 
of Finance— demands a loan of cash from the 
planters, who ask him to purchase their cot- 
ton. And cash is scarce, for the Treasury 
Notes have become the principal currency of 
the country. In war, the want of bullion is 
almost as bad as the want of bayonets, and it 
will no doubt entail great difficulties and em- 
barrassment on the Confederate Government. 
But Austria has carried on a war while in a 
stale Of semi-insolvency, and we do not doubt 
the ability of the Confederate States to do the 
same, supported as their Government is by 
the enthusiasm of the people, and conducted 
by sober and capable men. The men of the 
South aro terribly in earnest. They are a 
passionate raco, and they hate the North with 
fraternal intensity. They are proud and sen- 
sitive, and they despise the character and re- 
sent the boastfulness of the Northerners. 
They are resting on a powder-magazine, and 
they know that a Northern victory would 
fling a lighted torch into its midst. They 
would net for any consideration submit; and 
they dare not if they would. They dare not 
let their slaves sec them .beaten. They are 
fighting, not for profit, for vengeance, for 
policy, for empire — whatever may have been 
the original motives of secession — but for tho 
security of their homes, the honor of their 
women, for all that men hold dear and sacred. 
Invasion, plunder, burning, murders in cold 
blood, incitements to servileinsurrection, con- 
tumely, outrage, and violations of all tin- laws 
of war — such as the trials of their seamen for 
j piracy — have roused the whole South lo bitter 
J indignation and unchangeable resolution, and 
no m aterial superiority can countervail the I 
' moral advantage possessed bv men who aro 
: lighting on their own soil for liberty, proper- 
ty, home, family, and very life. It speaks 
I well for the rulers of the Confederate States 
' that in face of invasion they have not had 
! recourse to the extraordinary usurpations of 
'■ power which the invading Government has 
found necessary in its own provinces. They 
have not suspended I he habeas corpus, they 
have not gagged the Press. Within the lines 
of their army the Richmond Whig continues 
to abuse Mr. Jefferson Davis as securely and 
as virulently as the Globe abuses Mr. Disraeli. 
It signifies little that half a score of mafcon- 
tents have sought the protection ofthe Union 
flag ot Cape Huttcras. Twenty times as many 
would flock to the standard of the Confederates 
if itScere raised at Sew York or Hattiinore. 
The- I'nioii of the South is proved by the con- 
duct of its Government, by the strength of 
its armies, and by that absence of all informa- 
tion which bewilders the Xorthern Generals 
as completely as the division of sentiment in 
the Xorth is proved by the violent courses of 
Mr. Lincoln, and the excellent information 
enjoyed by Generals Beauregard and John- 
ston as to the enemy's movements. United 
courage and resolution against division and 
vacillation, make up for a vast inferiority in 
numbers and resources, and leave the balance 
so even that no prudent man will venture to 
expect a speedy issue to the equal conflict. 
How long the, war may last, it is i 
guess, but it seems to us further f 
than on the day when the Sorther 
crossed the Potomac.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

In obedience to the subjoined joint resolu- 
tion, adopted by tho General Assembly of the 
Com nionwealih of Kentucky, the Govern- 
ment of tho Conf?dcratc States, the State of 
Tennessee, and all others concerned, arc 
hereby informed that "Kentucky expects the 
Confederate, or Tennessee troops, to be with- 
drawn from her soil unconditionally.''

9 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per mouth, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who lender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squad CODS, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their ofitcers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

§ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, aud regiments so organized ; the election 
of ofiicers by any company, bat talion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be supei intended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may he called on for that 
purpose ; anil such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and wli.it office they buve 
been respectively elected to till, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

§ 9. That the commanding Ceneial shall be 
entitled toappoiut and employ such staff ofiicers, 
aud with such r4.uk, as the inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
.Id article of 1 lie act, entitled '"An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved .March 5, lt-u'O ; ami he shall have thcau- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the loth, 11th, and 12ih sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

$ 10. The noops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, reginienle, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, a3 are allowed in 
the army of the I'nited States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade- 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

^ II. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed hy both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to tbo contrary notwithstanding, and is 
therefore the law of the land. Now, 
therefore, 1, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
citizens of this State to render obedience 
to all the requirements of said above recited 
act.
